A N Award is a judgment given by Perſons choſen 

by conteſting Parties, for determining the Mat- 
ters in controverſy, according to the Compromiſe and 
Submiſſion, and agreeable to Reaſon and good Con- 
ſcience. 

This Submiſhon is either by Bond or Rule of Court, 
(which laſt is ſureſt) and is to ſer forth the particular 
Matters in Difference, and ſubmit the Determination 
thereof to certain Perſons therein named. 

Where an Award is made by a ſingle Perſon, he is 
generally called an Umpire, and his Judgment an Um- 
pirage + but when by more, the Determination is called 
an Award or Arbitration; and the Actors therein Ar- 
bitrators. 

The Judgment or Award muſt be reaſonable, ſo that 
what is awarded to be done by one Party, be the Con- 
ſideration of what the other is to do, otherwiſe it is 
void, as it would be, in a Caſe where any Thing un- 
lawful or impoſlible is awarded. 

It muſt likewiſe admit of no Doubtfulneſs or Uncer- 
tainty in the Particulars awarded; and at the ſame 
time muſt finally determine the Points ſubmitted, 
otherwiſe it is alſo void.

If the Tenant be not at home, his Wife, Son, 
Daughter, menial Man or Maid-Servant, or Rela- 
tion living in the Houſe may be ſerved; if the Son, 
Daughter, Servant or Relation, be above ſixteen Years 


old, the Tenant may be ſerved at any Place in Perſon, 


but the Service upon the Wife, &c. muſt be at the 
Dwelling Houſe. +.

ger is termed the Mortgagor. It is an Inſtrument or 
Deed made on Condition, that until Failure in Pay- 
ment of Principal and Intereſt due, the Mortgagor is 
to poſſeſs and enjoy the Lands, &c. mortgaged ; and 
though Failure be made, he and his Reprefentatives, 
have a Right to redeem the Mortgage, .which in Law 
is termed the Equity of Redemption.

A Fine will bar the Heirs in Tail, but not thoſe in 
Remainder or Reverſion, whilſt a common Recovery 
bars them all. This common Recovery is defined to 
be a formal Act by Conſent, uſed for the better ſet- 
tling and aſſuring of Lands, &c. upon any Man, 
wherein_ the Recovery in Value of ſuppoſed Recom- 
pence, for him who loſeth his Land, is but a Fiction
